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Where does Chicago stand in coffee divide? 


Nation’s preferences split 
between 2 major chains— 
Dunkin’ Donuts, Starbucks

Coffee, the straightforward combination of 
ground coffee beans and piping hot water, in- 
creasingly can be a compHcated thing. Niche 
coffee shops today— the sort that have spread 
through extra cool parts of San Francisco and 
Brooklyn— have popularized unusual ap- 
proaches to the craft, from the selecting of 
the beans to the roasting, packaging, seeping, 
brewing and serving of a cup. 

Coffee, in other words, can be fancy 


But while all the attention may be on the 
frontiers of coffee — like Blue Bottle Cof- 
fee Co., which raised $26 million in funding 
to expand its single-drip brews last year— we 
need a reality check. Fancy, artisan coffee is 
the sort of “national trend” that’s actually only 
happening in the Ukes of Brooklyn. 

What America really drinks, when it drinks 
coffee, is basic. And it’s made by two mam- 
moth coffee chains. On the whole, our coffee 
preferences spHt the U.S. in half: Starbucks 
Country and Dunkin’ Donuts Land. 

Dunkin’ Donuts shops vastly outnumber 
Starbucks in the Northeast. This is of Httle 
surprise, since the chain was founded there. 
They also, however, have a significant foot- 
print in the Carolinas, Florida and Chicago. 
This doesn’t, to be clear, mean that there 


aren’t any Starbucks in these areas, just that 
they’re outnumbered by Dunkin’. 

But Starbucks is the dominant coffee re- 
tailer literally everywhere else, from Hawaii 
all the way east to Washington. Overall, there 
are about 12,000 Starbucks locations and 
7,500 Dunkin’ Donuts locations in the U.S. 
In fact, 80 percent of Americans live within 
20 miles of a Starbucks. What’s surprising 
here isn’t necessarily Starbucks’ ubiquity— 
that’s been a subject of discussion for years 
now— but rather Dunkin’s total dominance in 
certain markets. 

Dunkin’, though it dominates the North- 
east, is quickly expanding out of its roots. 
The chain is increasing its presence down the 
Eastern seaboard to Florida. Given the chain’s 
aggressive expansion, we might expect to see 


them start to move westward. 

Starbucks is spreading too. Everywhere, 
yes, but also westward from its most densely 
populated areas. The result is that the two 
likely will spread in opposite directions, each 
toward the other’s homeland, in effect fur- 
thering their combined domination of the 
American coffee landscape. 

What this means is the future likely only 
holds an even more top-heavy coffee world. 

If the U.S. is somehow moving towards a 
more haughty approach to coffee, it’s doing 
it a lot more slowly than people often make 
it seem. There are, after all, nearly 20,000 
Starbucks and Dunkin’ Donuts throughout 
the United States at the moment, and only 
18 Blue Bottle coffee shops (perhaps the best 
known of the finicky, coffee-making elite).

Time for happy hour 
to return to Chicago 


M Dear Illinois 
Lawmakers, 

I’ve heard some 
early rumblings 
about you guys 
making some 
changes to the 
Illinois Happy Hour 
law, and as someone 
who pours beer for a 
living, this makes my 
little bartender heart 
grow a few sizes with 
anticipatory glee. I 
suppose that it goes 
without saying that I absolutely support the 
amendment of this law 
The current law, passed in 1989, prohibits 
the following: 

» Serving two or more drinks to the same 
person for consumption by that person 
with the exception of wine by the 
bottle/carafe. (No two-for-one drink 
specials.) 

» Serving an unlimited number of drinks 
during a set time period for a fixed price, 
unless it’s for a private function. (No 
bottomless mimosas until 3 p.m.) 

» Adjusting the price of a drink during the 
course of a day All customers must pay 
the same price for the same drink for 
the whole day (No happy hours, i.e. $5 
margs from 5-7 p.m.) 

The original reasoning behind this law is 
that happy hour promotions encourage binge 
drinking, and that patrons will overindulge 
and get themselves into fights, car accidents 
and other sorts of stupid crap, because drunk 
people do dumb things sometimes. And I 
absolutely understand that. 

But Chicago is a city with hundreds 
and hundreds of bars (not counting the 
ones located in full-service restaurants), 
some of them opening as early as 8 a.m. or 
staying in business until 5 a.m. on weekends. 
And from my house in North Center, I 
can walk to three breweries, a distillery 
and some of the city’s best beer bars (The 
Globe, Fountainhead, Bad Apple) without 
traveling more than four blocks. It is in no 
way difficult to get a drink in this city at any 
time of day, so it seems a little silly for the 


argument to be, “I know you can fiterally 
drink from 8 a.m. on Saturday until 5 a.m. 
on Sunday without stopping, but having a 
special from 5-7 p.m. during the work week is 
just too much.” 

I mean, if Ohio can handle happy hour 
specials, you can be damn sure that Illinois 
can. And Wisconsin basically is made out 
of beer and they can have specials during 
designated times. 

So when I heard about the possible 
changes to the happy hour laws making their 
way through the Illinois General Assembly, I 
was more than a little bit thrilled. Among the 
proposed amendments is the ability for bars 
and restaurants to offer discounted booze 
for up to four hours a day, for no more than 
15 hours a week, according to a new bill that 
passed in the House on Thursday and the 
Senate on Sunday, according to the Tribune. 

Additionally, some confusing verbiage in 
the original law is being cleaned up to allow 
for drink pairings to be a legal, recognized 
thing. (I had no idea that was illegal. Can you 
imagine our world-class Chicago restaurants 
not being legally allowed to pair wine with 
food? Absolutely ridiculous.) Bars also will 
be allowed to infuse spirits in-house, which 
typically involves transferring booze into a 
container other than its original bottle (also 
technically a no-no). Despite these proposed 
changes, some of the original restrictions 
win remain in place: Happy hour deals 
cannot continue past 10 p.m. and cannot 
involve volume discounts. (Read: Bottomless 
mimosas still are illegal.) 

As someone who works in the service 
industry, the ability to provide guests at 
my bar with happy-hour specials is flat-out 
awesome. Happy hour is an incredible way 
for increasing a bar’s or restaurant’s business 
during slower hours and drumming up new 
business altogether. Someone who might 
have passed up an estabfishment otherwise 
might be drawn to it because of its badass 
happy-hour specials. Basically, this proposed 
change to law is good for small businesses 
across the state, which is good for all of us. 
And our wallets. 

I’d love to sit down with you guys and talk 
about this. Maybe between 5-7 p.m. on a 
weekday? I hear there might be a special ...

Reese, Durk has managed to have the 
steadiest success since he broke through 
in 2011— mainly due to his expert, Auto- 
Tuned hooks and infectiously pop-minded 
approach to street-ready raps. I ask the 
rapper, who is dressed in all white for his 
RedEye interview, how he’s feeling about 
the impending release of his debut albtmi 
“Remember My Name,” out Tuesday via 
Defjam Records. 

‘Anxious. I’m ready for the response,” he 
replies. The album is Durk’s first for-sale 
effort; for a young artist who’s earned his 
growing fanbase via free mixtapes, Durk 
isn’t worried his fans won’t pay up. “It’ll be 
the same support,” he said, smiling. 

“Remember My Name,” whose title 
Durk laughs off (“It was a good name, and 
I’m surprised no one had used it yet”), is 
his strongest effort to date, partially be- 
cause he tried a new approach to recording. 
“"With mixtapes, you just got a mixture of 
songs— it speaks for itselfj” he said. “With 
albums, you got to form your music around 
it.” He thrives on this newfound focus on 
both cohesion and variety, including unre- 
lentingly intense songs (“500 Homicides,” 
‘Amber Alert”), party songs (“TrynaTryna”) 
and soulful, more radio-friendly fare (“Like 
Me”). Displaying eclecticism, feel-good 
rave-ups and puU-no-punches autobio- 
graphical pieces was a no-brainer for Durk: 
“I just wanted to bring in different feelings. 
I didn’t want [all the songs] to have [the] 
same feel. I go through different things, 
and I want you to feel it.”

Durk’s boundless energy practically begs 
for these songs to be played at maximum 
volume. “500 Homicides” is one of the 
record’s best offerings, its booming backdrop 
providing the feel of a epic film score, and 
the closing title track (found on the deluxe 
edition) is marked with buzzing synths and 
triumphant horns. Unfortunately, that song 
and “Ghetto,” the other bonus track, are 
highlights— a missed opportunity for the 
regular album. However, while most of the 
arrangements have the regular, bass-heavy 
chaotic-beat touchstones of drill, they’re 
often more professionally rendered and 
palatable— a nice reprieve from drill’s typi- 
cally harsh onslaught of noise.
